for  the  toppling  of  the  constitutionally  elected 
government  of  Zimbabwe.  . .Is  the  violent  removal  of 
a democratically  elected  government  not  terrorism  of 
the  worst  kind?  America  claims  to  be  fighting 
terrorism  on  one  hand  and  openly  declaring 
intentions  to  topple  legitimately  elected 
governments  on  the  other.  The  world  has  had  enough 
of  these  double  standards.  We  salute  the  position 
taken  by  Botswana  and  Zambia  that  the  two 
neighboring  countries  would  not  allow  their 
countries  to  be  used  as  launch  pads  by  the 
blood-thirsty  America  in  its  bid  to  effect  regime 
change  in  Zimbabwe.  For  how  long  should  America  be 
left  to  abuse  its  superiority  and  bully  other 
nations  with  impunity?" 
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
